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In the oarly part of 1943, Z was on duty with Signal Security Agency, • 

Office of the Chief Signal Officer* 



Aa Chief of the Security Branch* Signal Security Agency* I had the re- 
sponsibility for all cryptographic ceourity* *he waking of recordings for 
Project X81753 was a cryptographic security function and* therefore* it was 
ny responsibility to ascertain that pertinent ailit&ry security regulations 
covering the handling of cryptographic material in all aspeeta wore complied 
with by all contractors for this type material* 



In conjunction with security investigations* I inspected the Bell. Labora- 
tories* fforld Broadcasting Company* and Musak Transcriptions, Ino»* approxi- 
mately semimonthly* b eginning 1 February until April 1943* at which time the 
making of these inspections an transferred to Lt* Colonel Charles H. fllaer, 
ay Deputy* 



From conversations with Bell Laboratory's engineers* principally hr. Idea 
Kearney,' and with officers of the 806th Signal Service Company, about the middle 
of March 1943. I got the impression and understanding that at sueh times as the 
recording equipment was made available to the Army* it would bo operated entirely 
by personnel of the 806th Signal Service detachment, who were to bo trained in the 
use of the equipment during the actual ope rati one at World Broadcasting and Muzak 
Transcriptions. During the operations at the World and Masak installations, the 
problem of deferments for recording and operating personnel employed by those 
organisations was referred to me. I* in turn* referred this matter to Array Com- 
munications Service, OCSigO. Unsuccessful attempts to seeure deferments of this 
personnel and inability of the companies oonoerned to procure suitable recording 
engineers not subjeot to the draft were two difficulties encountered simultaneously 
with a directive for a greatly increased production rate for these records. 



In view of the military necessity for this Increased record production* it 
was ay impression that the decision wae made to utilise the personnel -of the 805th 
Signal Service detachment as the only means of accomplishing the task. 




During the time records wore produced under the experimental (first) oontraot* 
lt was ny impression that no troop labor was used for other than security purposes* 

It is desired te point out herein that the responsibility of the Signal Secu- 
rity Agency In this matter was entirely with security, and not with decisions as 
to the employment of personnel of the 60Sth Signal Security detaehaent* It was 
about the middle of Ifcroh 1943 that I learned that personnel of the 806th Signal 
Servioe detachment were actually to bo used on record production*

In lata April 1943 ( I became Acting Chi of of tho Security 
Brunch of tho Signal Security Agency in aatioipation of the de- 
parture of Colonel Sarle ?• Cook for temporary duty oreraea. 

In addition to ay other duties, Z aaa involved In the produc- 
tion of key records for the X61753 project, tfy responsibilities in 
oooneotlon with this project wore to Insure that security regulations 
were properly observed in the production of projeet records. 

It was By laprsssion from conversations with personnel of the 
Boll Telephone Laboratories and the B05th Signal Service Company that 
a deoision had been reached in the Of floe of the Chief Signal Officer 
that military personnel would he used in the production of tho keying 
records by uss of the RC-2 50T1 equipment installed on the premises of 
World and S&uak. It was further ay impression that this deoision was 
reached duo to the fact that there was a shortage of trained civilian 
personnel available, that difficulties wore encountered in obtaining 
draft deferments for existing personnel, and that the requirements for 
record production wore greatly increased. 

At about this time 1 understood that the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
were to undertake research neoessaiy to perfect a direet reoor :ing pro- 
cess whioh would eliminate tho requirement for vax recording and processing 
at World and Husak. The direct recording equipment was to bo installed in 
Washington and to be operated by members of the 805th Signal Service Com- 
pany. It is ay impression that the deoision to investigate the direct 
recording process, including the use of 805th personnel in Washington, in- 
fluenced the deoision to use troop labor on tho HC-250T1 equipment, far 
training purposes, at World and l&isak.
